Thus 
Longinus and Ariltotle wrote, ages apo, 
on the beautiful etfeéts of literary cont- 
pofition; but it was referved for the pre- 
fent philofophical age to difcover the me- 
chanilm of the true the phyfical 
caufes of *, and the general phyfio- 
logical principles of true fun. 
It is fomewhat extraordinary, howe- 
ver, that this difcovery fhould fall to the 
lot of a Gerinan; it being no longer apo 
than the time of Louis XLV. whenit was 
folemnly debated in the wniverfity of 
Paris, whether it was poflible ia reruns

It is a 
common proverb, ** That there is no dif- 
puting about tatte.” A wretched critic, 
who commended a very mean poem, and 
einployed this very proverb, by way of 
defence or apology, was expofed by an 
emblematical repretentation; viz. a fly 
painted on a dung-hill in queft of food, 
with the abave proverbial faying fet over 
it. It is alfo a well-known adage, ** That 
but half of what is publicly reported, is 
to be believed.” The Duchels of Aipuil- 
Jon, a near relation of Cardinal Riche- 
lieu, complained much of the Lady of St 
Choumont, as being upbraided by her 
with having had fix children by her cous 
fin. M. de Charoft, who was prefent, 
replied, ** Your Grace doubtlefs knows, 
that but half of what is publicly reports 
ed is to be credited :” And thus farcafti- 
cally upbraided her with three childrem 
at leaft by her coufin.” 

Jy this chapter our author makes a very 
fingular oblervation, viz. that aman may

reft, we had no way of getting intelli- 
pence of the enemy’s defigns.

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as brought many nations of them, parti 
cularly the moft northerly and foutherly, 
to quietneis, and a friendly difpofition. 
Some of thefe reprefented, That the Shaw- 
nefe, Delawares, and fome of the Sene- 
cas, had been the principal actors and ins 
ftisators in the mifchiefs done. Prepara- 
tions were made, for carrying the war 
latt year into the country of thole hoftile 
Indians, and making them fenfidle that 
their woods and deferts could not protet 
them. Sir William Johnion, greatly re- 
{peed bv moft of the tribes who know 
any thing about him, and charged with 
the intendancy of affairs relating to thole 
in the northern parts, had leveral confe- 
rences with many of their principal peo- 
ple, who came to aflure him of their at- 
tachment to the Britifh, and make offers 
ef accompanving his Majefty’s troops, 
whenever they fhou'ld be called upon. 
The firft parties of friendly Indians which 
Sir William fent out, took prifoners a- 
beut 50 Delawares, who were coming to 
attack our fettlements. Soon after their 
firit lofles, the Indians abandoned the 
whole country near the river Su/quehan - 
na, and retired farther back. 

The proper feafon being come, Sir Wil- 
liam fet out from Jobnion-hall, on his 
way to Niagara, with a bodv of regulars 
and provincials confiderable in that part 
of the world; and arrived at Ofwego, on 
the lake Ontario, the 27th of June, ac- 
companied by about 550 triendly Indians, 
who had reforted to him before and du- 
ring his mareh. There he was met by 
the Senecas, of whom mention has been 
made, who caine to treat with him. They 
engaped not to make war againit, nor com- 
mit the leaft aft of violence on, any of 
his Britannic Majefty’s fubjeds; to delie 
ver up all the Britii prifoners, deferters, 
Frenchinen, and negroes, among them, 
and never to harbour any defcrters,Prench- 
men, or negroes; to cede to his Maje= 
fty, and his fucceffors, for ever, a track 
of landon each fide of the river, from 
the Jake Ontario to the creat cataraét of 
Niagara, 2bcut fourteen miles long and 
four broad; to ailow a free naflage thro? 
their country for his Majefty’s troops and 
fubjects; to grant the unditturbed ule of

— By this time all trade was ttopped, 
and the Enelifh Gamattas flopped, and 
drove out of ail parts where there was 
pot a force to fupport them.—In this 
condition affuirs itecd for tome time. 
The board would not asree to any one of 
the articles the Governor had entered ine 
to; and the Governor infiltted thev theuld

Tui this confuled fituation afTuirs ftood 
unuil the micde OL Mav. Tie board 
then deputed Meff Amyatt aud Hay to 
the Nabob, to {ee if thev could perfuade 
him of his error; that the Governor could 
ot enter wto any apreements that cones 
cerned the public, of himfelf; or, if he 
did, that they could not ftand good. 
The 2oth of June, Amyatt came away 
without anv futisfadion for the allvonts

or referving, &e.). From the aét itlelF 
therefore no diipute could have arifen a- 
beut the amount of the annual tutplus of 
the finking fund; ‘ut on the 20th of 
Marci there was publithec in our news- 
papers a panegvrick upon the conduct of 
our adminiftration. [exvi. 419. ] 

This panegyrick of courfe raifed the in- 
dignation of ail thofe who have lifted them- 
felves in the oppofition, andconfequentlyoc- 
cafioned many debates without doors, and 
feveral pamphlets: but before I pive any 
account of them, I muft explain what is 
meant by the furplus of the finking fund, 
as it is a term that did not originally be- 
Jong to that fund, which at firtt confitt- 
ed only of furplufies or excefies, and was 
wholly appropriated to the payment of 
our debts contraéted before 1716. But 
befide thefe furplufles, a great many funds 
or taxes have fince been trarisferred to 
the finking fund, andit has been char- 
ped with the payment of the interelt grow- 
ing due yearly upon the debts with which 
tliofe funds or taxes were originally char- 
eed; after the payment of which, what- 
ever remains is called the furplus of the 
inking fund; an account of which is u- 
fually made out at the end of the year, 
or once a year, and laid before parlia- 
ment; conlegquently, when we fpeak in 
general of the iurplus of the finking fund, 
itis always fuppoted that we mean the 
annual furplus; and therefore we mutt 
fuppofe, that by the furplus of the fink- 
ing fund, ftated in this panegyrick at 
3,000,020], is meant the annuai forplus. 
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Every friend to our prefent happy etta- 
blithment would certainly with this to 
be a true ttate, and that this furplus 
fhould afterwards appear to be rather 
more than lefs; but this (tate, as weil as 

very other part of this pamegyrick, was 
ina fhort time after objeted to by the 
vuthor of a pamphlet, intitled, The Bud- 
ge; who appears to be no friend to the 
gdwiniitration, whatever he may be to 
eur prefent eftablifhment. As to his ob- 
rections apainft the other paris, I have at 
prefent no occafion to take notice of 
them; ond indeed they feent to proceed 
rather from a critical party-fpirit, than 
from an impartial [xxvi. 42.) confide- 
ration: but as to his objection aguintt the 
fate of the finking-tuad furplus, he ap- 
rears to be fo much inafter of our public 
accounts, that it deferves to be well con- 
fidered; and therefore I fhall give it the 
reaver in his own words as follows.

Mentioned in my laft, the uncommon 

beauty of figure, complexion, and bo- 
dily propertion, among the Greeks, as a 
eweurrftance favourable to the imitative 
aits of Painting and Sculpture, and pe- 
culiarly adapted to render them intercft- 
mg; but I muft now obferve, that in the 
noble and virtwous freedom of the Gre- 
cian manners, there were a variety of 
circumttances that rencered thefe modeis 
ef beauty peculiarly adapted to iinprove 
thefe arts. Had the Grecians adopted 
the manners of the Fevptians, thofe pre- 
tended inventors of the arts and {ciences, 
who, by the mott auitere Jaws, cramped 
and reftrained Nature in Nially O1 her o- 
perations, thefe models of beauty would 
not have produced the effect s now uncer 
confideration, and feled or beoutifed 
swre would have been but very imperfedt- 
ly difcovered to the curious artift. But 
among this charming people, whole lives 
were devoted to elegont pleaiure, and 
whole manners were not reftrained by 


certain demands of decency that are of 


mocern origin, and owe their rife per- 
to our corruption, Neture appeared 
without a veil, end difcloted all the va- 
viety of her gracetul beauty. 

The Painters and Sculptors fucied 
their reipective arts in thofe gymna/ie, 
or public places, where the youth, who 
needed no other veil than public chafti- 
ty, and purity of manners, performed 
quite naked their various 
places were frequented both by Philo- 
gophers and Artifts. SOCRATES caire hi- 
ther toontiruét Charnides, Ante!ychus, 
or and it was here alfo that Pni- 
Dias care to contemplate thefe 
aétive, and animated models, the b 
ful, gracetn!, and fublime. 
blic exercifes, all the diferent motions 
of the molcles, and an amazing variety 
of poftures and attitudes, were exhibited 
@o the view of the attentive obferver; and 
the comtesrs ot a vigorous and beautiful 
body, were fometines vitthle in the im- 
prethons which the voune wreitlers made 
wpon the tand of the rewa.

NM an infinite variety of

B. Athens on the public theatre; it was 
the preat Sophocles that gave the firt 
example of this fingular fpe@acle to his 
fellow-citizens, in his youthful days. At 
the fealls celebrated by the Eleufinians 
in honcur of Ceres, Phryne, the beauti- 
ful Phrvne, appeared bathing to the eves 
of all Greece; and when fhe came out 
ot the bath, the probably pave the {culp- 
tors the model of the fea-born Verws. You 
kiuow allo, that, at Sparta, the young 
damlels danced naked, on a certain day, 
in preience of all the Spartan youth, 
This is not fo furprifing, wh en we confir 
der, that in the primitive ages of the 
Chriflian church, perfons of both fexes 
were baptized iminately by mumere 
fion in the fan e water. 

Fiom all tide it appears, not only that 
Greece furnifhed the nobledt and melt 
graceful models for perfecting the arts 
Now under confideration, but that the 
Painters and Sculptors had, from the 
turn of the Grecian manners, and the 
nature of their public inftitutions, the 
hett poflible opportunities of deriving 
from thole models all the inftrudion they 
were ac ‘apted to adminiftter. Thete ep 
portunities returned contt: wy with theit 
{flews, games, and feftivals, which wet? 
very numerous. 

Hitherto, indeed, I have only coni- 
Cered the advortapes the Grecian 
Enjoy ed with to ceful, the 
and the nodle, of which the 
public {peétacies prefentec d them with per 
petual models. The objects that exci? 
Jorrow and terror ave, however, eliential- 
ly comprehen ded in the imitative arts 
end the terrible and the moving are necele 
fary branches of the /ublime m Pain Ling:
